The petitioner humbly states as follows : — 

(1) That the petitioner is an elector in the Parlia- 
mentary Constituency of the State of Bilaspur, 
his name being entered in the electoral roll of 
this constituency with electoral roll number as 
66323. 


(2) That the respondents were nominated as candi- 

dates for election to the House of the People 
from the said Parliamentary Constituency. 

(3) That the President of India, by notification pub- 

lished in the Official Gazette, dated 5th October 
1961, called upon the said constituency to elect 
a member to the House of the People in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1951. 

(4) That on the said date the Central Government, by 

its notification published in the said Gazette, 
further appointed, under section 30 of the said 
Act, with respect to the election to be held in 
the said Constituency- 

fa) the 15th October, 1951, as the last date for making 
nominations ; 

(b) the 19th October, 1951, as the date for the 

scrutiny of nominations ; and 

(c) the 22nd October, 1951, as the last date for the 

withdrawals of candidatures. 

(6) That on the 15th October, 1951, all the said respon- 
dents filed their nomination papers as candi- 
dates for election to the House of the People 
from, the said Constituency. 

(6) That on the 19th October, 1951 the date fixed for 

the scrutiny, all the said nominations were 
accepted by the Returning Officer. 

(7) That on the 22nd October, 1951, the respondents 

Nos. 2 to 4 withdrew their candidatures. As 
the result thereof, respondent No, 1 was 


declared elected to the House of the People 
(from the said Constituency) and the declara- 
tion containing his name was published in the 
Gazette of India, dated the 10th November. 1951, 
under section 67 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951. 

(8) That Respondents Numbers 1, 3 and 4 filed their 

returns of election expenses on 21st December 
1951, 22nd December 1951 and 24th December 
1951 respectively, while the respondent No. 2 
has not filed his return within the prescribed 
time. 

(9) That no notice of the filing of the return of elec- 

tion expenses by Respondent No. 1 has yet been 
published in the Official Gazette. 

(10) That the election of the returned candidate i.e., 

Respondent No. 1 is void on the various grounds 
stated below. 

(11) That the election of respondent No. 1 has been 

procured and induced by corrupt practices of 
(i) bribery, (ii) undue influence, (iii) taking 
assistance from Government servants and (iv) 
filing return false in material particulars, as 
follows : — 

(a) Respondent No. 1 through his agent promised 

gratification to respondent No. 4 for the pur- 
pose of inducing the latter to withdraw from 
his candidature. (Vide particular No. 1 in 
the list attached herewith). 

(b) Respondent No. 1 offered and actually gave 

gratification to respondent No. 2 for inducing 
him first to stand and subsequently to with- 
draw from his candidature to the election. 
(Vide particulars Nos. 2 to 5 in the list 
attached). 

(c) Respondent No. 1 (personally) and actually gave 
(through agent) gratification to respondent 
No. 3 for inducing him first to stand and subse- 
quently to withdraw from his candidature to 
the election. (Vide particulars Nos. 6 and 7 
in the list attached). 

(d) The Respondent No. 1 gave treating on a large 

scale to members of village panchayats with 
a view to influence the voters. (Vide parti- 
cular No. 8 in the list attached). 

(e) Respondent No. 1, through his agent, also 

threatened respondent No. 4 with (physical 
and pecuniary) injury and interfered with 
the free exercise of his electoral right. (Vide 
particular No. 9 in the list attached). 

(f) Respondent No. 1, through his agent, threatened 

Sh. Man Singh, elector with injury if he 
stood as a candidate for the election. (Vide 
Particular No. 10 in the list attached). 

(g) Respondent No. 1 obtained assistance for fur- 

therance of the prospects of his election from 
(i) Sh. Dina Nath, Sub-Judge, Bilaspur, (ii) Sh, 
Nand Lai (of Ghamani) village headman and 
village munsiff, (iii) Sh. Nand Lai (of Jandot) 
village headman and munsiff, (iv) Sh. Prem 
Lai, Civil Supplies Officer, and (v) Sh. Sunder 
Lai and other members of Village Pancha- 
yats i.e., village munsiffs, who were all serv- 
ing under the Government. (Vide particulars 
Nos. 11 to 14 in the list attached). 

(h) Respondent No. 1 has filed a return of his elec- 
tion expenses, which is filed in material parti- 
culars. (Vide particular No. 15 in the list 
attached). 

Detailed particulars of these corrupt practices are 
given, as aforesaid, in the list attached herewith. 

(12) The corrupt practices detaile.d in the list attached 

herewith were committed by respondent No. 1 
or by his agent or by some person with his 
connivance, as mentioned therein. 

(13) That the result of the election has been materially 

affected by the said corrupt practices (a) to (h) 
mentioned in para. No. 11 above and fully 
detailed in the list attached herewith. 

(14) That the result of the election has also been 

materially affected by the improper acceptance 
of the nomination of Respondent No. 1 on the 
following grounds : — 

(a) The Respondent No. 1 was (and is) a Director 
of the Bank of Bilaspur Ltd., in which the 
Government of India has a financial interest, 
ana, as such, was (and is) disqualified for 
membership of Parliament under section 7(e) 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1951. 
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(b) The Respondent No. 1 receives a regular allow- 
ance from the State Treasury and has also 
retained headship of the State. He. therefore, 
holds an office of profit under the Government 
and, aa such is disqualified under Article 102 
(1) (a) of the Constitution of India for being 
chosen as, and for being, a member of Parlia- 
ment. 

(15) That public notice of the said election, inviting 

nominations of candidates for the same, was 
not properly given as required by section 31 of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and 
Rules made thereunder. The notice was pub- 
lished by the Returning Officer only on the 
evening of 10th October, 1951, which did not 
reach at some places in the constituency even 
till 17th October, 1951 though the last date fixed 
for filing nominations was 15th October. 1951.

(16) That the petitioner has enclosed with this peti- 

tion a Government Treasury receipt showing 
that a deposit of one thousand rupees has been 
made by him in the Government Treasury, in 
favour of the Secretary to the Election Com- 
mission as security for the costs of this petition.

Niwas), Sh. Gobind Ram Dabra, agent of Maharaja Anand 
Chand, Respondent No. 1, offered (on behalf of respon- 
dent No. 1) to respondent No. 4, Rs. 500 per mensem and 
a portion of the palace of respondent No. 1 for the resi- 
dence of respondent No. 4, if the latter withdrew from his 
candidature. This agent also promised on behalf of res- 
pondent No. 1 to get the confiscated property of respon- 
dent No. 4 restored to him if he witharew as' aforesaid. 

2. On 15th October 1951, at Bilaspur Town (Sandu- 
maidan), Maharaja Anand Chand, respondent No. 1, 
offered to respondent No. 2 to get employment for him in 
the Soldiers’ Board, if the latter stood as a candidate and 
subsequently withdrew therefrom, if and when desired 
by the former.
